(L. s.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the town of Croydon quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on Tuesday, the 11th day of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article 1. To bring in your votes for a delegate 
to the Constitutional Convention. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary town officers. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,350.00, the State to give the sum of $6,075.00 
for the maintenance of the Dartmouth College Road. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $3800.00 for the maintenance of State Aid high- 
ways, the State to give the same sum. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to ask for 
State Aid for highways, the town to raise the sum of 
$816.00, the State to give $816.00 for the same. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for repairs of highways and _ bridges. 


Art. 7. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to keeping the roads open during next 
winter and raise money for the same. 


Art. 8. To raise all necessary sums of money for 
defraying other town charges. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire all necessary sums of money for 
its use during the year in anticipation of taxes. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400.00 in cooperation with the Federal Aid 
for the suppression of the “‘White Pine Blister Rust’ 
in town.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon: 


I am offering for your consideration my eleventh 
annual school report. 


The schools were opened on the ninth of Septem- 
ber with the same teachers as last year. A serious 
effort is being made by all the teachers to secure sat- 
isfactory educational progress on the part of every 
child. Success depends upon the native ability of the 
child, his interest in school work and the teaching skill 
of his instructor. Interest of the child in his work 
depends to a large extent upon the personality of the 
teacher. She must understand children and know how 
to develop their interest. She must be kind, courteous, 
lively and energetic. There are some pre-requisites to 
first grade reading that the home can advantageously 
provide. They are wide experiences. Experiences may 
be broadened by spring and autumn gardening, bird 
study, caring for pets, and the seasonal changes. They 
may be broadened by familiarity with good _ stories, 
by conversation based on the everyday experiences of 
the child using care to have something definite to talk 
about. In this way the child’s vocabulary is increased, 
good speech habits may be formed and facility in ex- 
pressing ideas may be formed. Such work is done in 
kindergarten schools in those towns where provision is 
made for them.

The school registers show that fifty-five different 
pupils were enrolled.

The schools were 
actually in session 845 half-days. For holidays and 
other no-school days 15 half-days were lost. The 
schools were actually in session 343 weeks. Erma 
Smith was an honor pupil in school attendance having 
had a perfect attendance record for the entire year.
